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JACKSON AND THE REBECCA. 
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WASHINGTON, Febi uary 28.—The communi- 
cation of the secretary of state, laid before the 
senate today, in response to a resolution call- 
ing forthe correspondence in the case of the 
American schooner Rebecca, and in the matter 
of Minister Jackson’s resignation, says that, 
while it,is not thcught that the public interest 
would be promoted by the publication of the 
coxrespondence in either case, the circum. 
stances of the scizure of the Rebecca, it is 
thought, may be properly stated. The secre- 
tary then reviews the history of the seizure, 
and says: 

This department hastaken ground that as the 
Rebecca was driven by stress of weather from her 
intended course and entered the portof Tampico 
in] distress, making no attempt to conceal the un- 
manifested merchandise,and without any intention 
on the part of the master or owners to violate port 
reculations or the tariff laws of Mexico, the vessel 
was not liable to penal prosecution for smuggling 
or for bringing g00ds into the port 
withcnt proper papers, and that the 
seizure and sale of the vessel under the circum- 
stances above stated, was a gross breach of comity 
and hospitality peculiarly unreasonable and un- 
just. The Mexican government, while denying 
that the entranceof the Rebecca into Tanpico was 
enforced by the stress of weather, has taken the po- 
sition that the jndgment of the courts ordering the 
sale of the vessel is final and conclusive, especially 
as the master and owners failed to take an appeal 
from the judgment so rendered to another 
court, as it is contended might have 
been done. This department has contested and 
denied the doctrine that a government may set up 
the judgment of one ofitsown courts as a bar to 
an internationaiclaim, when such judgment is 
shown to have been unjust orjin violation of the 
principles of international law; and has further 
maintained that under the circumstances of the 
case, and .in view of-the fact that prior pro- 
cecdings have been so palpably arbitrary 
aud unjust masterand owers were not bound to 
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- attempt further judicial remedies in local tribu- 


nals. The correspondence in the case of the Re- 
becca is stillopen, and proceeding, and it is not 
believed that its publication at present would 
be compatible with the public interests, * 

In respect tothe Jackson matter the secre- 
tary reports that, in his opinion, “it would not 
be contributory to or compatible with the pub- 
lic interest t» publish that correspondence at 
the present time. Asto any correspondence 
which Jackson may have had with the presi- 
dent, either directly or through any other 
channel than the secretary of state, lam not 
called upon to make any statements.” 

The president, in bis letter transmitting the 
dccument, simply says: “It is not thought com- 
patible with the public interest to publish the 
correspondence in either case at the present 
t me.”’

The memlbcrs ot the senate committee express 
great indignation at the whole later course of 
the proceedings by the house and its managers 
in regard tothe appropriation bills. Four of 
he an ,ual appropriation bills have not yet 
reached the senate. 5 

There is already talk of the passage of a reso- 
lution ¢«xtending the appropriations for six 
months upon the basis of those of the current 
year. It is said the senate fayors this expedi- 
ent, hgsides leading entanglements and un- 
nece:sary exjecuditures asin the past could 
only cover the failure of the legislature and 
naval bills. The matters to be provided for in 
the suudry civil and deficiency bills would still 
demand explicit attention and definite appro- 
priations.

GENERAL JACKSON’SRESIGNATION 


Secretary Bayard Declines to Make Public 
the Correspondence. 

WASHINGTON, February 25.—The presiding 
ofticer presented to the senate a message from 
the president, in response to a resolution in 
reference to the seizure andgale ef the Ameri- 
can echooncr Rebecca, at Pico, and the 
resignation of the late ministér_ to Mexico, 
Genera] Jackson, stating that it is- not deem4d 
compatible with the public interest to commu- 
nicate the: correspondence in either case at 
present: 

Mr. Brown submitted remarks on the subject 
of the message. He stated the facts in connec- 
tion with the seizure of the Kebecca in 1834, 
The claim for indemnity had dragged its slow 
coil through three years of diplomatic corre- 
spondence without redress. It was time that 
the American minister should make an earnest 
and vigorous demand for restitution, and that 
was the view taken of the subject by the late 
Minister Jackson. He intimated that that had 


been one of the causes of Jackson’s resignation.® 


Mr. Jackson believed that American citizens 
had been seized andimpr soned and shamefal- 
ly robbed of their property in a Mexican port, 
end that the robbery had been committed with 
the aid and pretended authority of the local 
Mexican court. 

THE NAVAL BILL. 

\t the request of the presiding officer, Mr. 
Brown yielded the floor temporarily for the 
naval appropriation bill, which had just been 
received fromthe house, and it was read the 
fixst time. 

Its second reading was objected to by Ed- 
munds, who stated his reasons for doing so. 
He complained of the great and unwarranted 
delay on part of the housein sending to the 
senate the great appropriation bills, and an- 
nouneccd his settled determjnation not to have 
them railrcaded through the senate. The 
senate should haye the necessary time to give 
fu}l consideration to them, and so should the 
president. The bill in reference to the fishery 
troubles had not yet been passed finally, and 
if congress were to adjourn without having 
made some provision on the subject it would 
be the duty of the president to call the new 
congress 1n extra session. ‘The interstate com- 
meree commissioners had, for some reason or 
other, not been appointed, and he did not see, 
in the condition of things, thatany undue haste 
should be made about the appropriation bills, 
or that the senate should be coerced from its 
wise and well ordered rules of business. He 
asked that the committee on appropriations 
should make a statement as to the condition 
of business. 

The statements were thereupon made by 
Senators Hale and Allison, showing the ob- 
stacles thereon in the way of legislation by the 
house, and intimating their opinion of the im- 
possibility of geiting through the necessary 
business of legis at on Lefore noon on the fourth 
of March.

WaAsniIncTon, Februsry 28.—In the house 
Mr, Holman asked unanimous consent that 
the reading of the journal be disvensed with, 
but Mr. Brady, of Virginia, interposed objec- 
tion.

Mr. Holman briefly ran over the items of 
the increase and decrease recommended in the 
ti l, and defended the course of the committee 
0x @@ppropriations, while he was plied with 
guestions from the members of the committee 
on foreign affairs, whose diplomatic appropri- 
ation bill had been so riddled, with pon of 
oiler emanating from the members of the ap- 
propriations committee, and who appeared 
glad of an opportunity to retaliate in kind. 

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, and Mr. Butter- 
worth, of Ohio, attacked the appropriations 
coumitiee for its dilatoriness in presenting 
the appropriation bills, and consumod some 
time in political speeches. Mr. Butterworth, 
in the course of his remarks, especially con- 
demned the committee for what he called the 
cheese-paring system of economy on which the 
bill was formed, and instanced the case of the 
civil service commission, provision for which 
had been cut down below the amount abso- 


lutely indispensable for the discharge of its | 
party of 


duties. He aceused the democratic 
endeavoring to destroy the civil service reform 
law by indirection, which it was afraid to do 
directly. 

Mr. Cabell, of Virginia, placed the blame of 
the backward condition of the pending bill up- 
on the house itself, and declared that the re- 


| sponsibility did not rest onthe committee on 


appropriations, Criticism of that committee 
came withanill grace from the gentleman 
from Louisiana. (Blanchard,) who was a mem- 
ber of the committee on rivers and harbors, 
whose bill bad blocked up the way. It came 
with an ijl grace from the gentleman from 
I}}inois, (Cannon.) 

The committee had been called together on 
the twenty-second of November, but the gen- 
tleman had been delinquent, and the work of 
the sub-committee having the legislatsve bill 
in charge had been retarded in itswork by 
reason Of that gentleman being absent, looking 
after a seat in the senate. It came with an ill 
grace from the gentleman from Ohio, Butter- 
worth, to criticise the democratic party for 
yielding tothe popular clamor, in view of the 
fact that that gentleman, after roundly de- 
nouncing the interstate commerce bill, had 
cast his vote in favor of it. [Laughter.} 

MR. RANDALL SPEAKS,

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MRS. DRUSE HANGED. 


THE END OF A BLOOD-CURDLING 
TRAGEDY. 


The Wife of 4 Husband Who Led Her a Life of 
Misery-—The Fatal Quarrel-—Chopping the 
Husband to Piecesand Burning His Ficsh 
—Row the Crime was Discovered. 


HERKIMER, N. Y., February 25.—Mrs. Rox- 
ana Druse was hanged, according to the terms 
of her sentence, in this place today. The exe- 
cution was attended with no sensational feat- 
ure except what arose from hersex. It was 
conducted with due decorum and private, with 
only twenty-five persons permitted by law to 
be present. Because the criminal was a 
woman, great interest has attached to her case, 
but frem that cause only. The weather today 
was piercing cold, but the town was thronged 
with people, who could only stand outside the 
walls of the jail. A guard of one company of 
militia had been provided to keep order, but 
their presence was only from excess of caution. 

THE POOR WOMAN'S LAST DAY. 

The last week day of Roxana Druse on earth 
was passed moetiy with her little son, Georgie, 
aged ten years. Her final parting with him 
occurred Saturday afternoon at 3 o’clock. She 
clung to him and kissed him with a mother’s 
overflowing affection, and those of her attend- 
ants who witneseed the scene were affected to 
tears. When Dr. and Mrs. Powell called, and 
the former read a chapter in the Bible and 
offered prayer, Mrs. Druse seemed quite cheer- 
fol, Butassoon as they had gone she ap- 
peared to break down. She would 
gaze vacantly at a corner of the 
cel], as though her thoughts were far away, 
and atintervals would moan and wring her 
hands. Frequently she would revert to the 
confession she made about a month ago, impli- 
cating the two men, Gates and Elwood. 

“The two men were there,” she would ex- 
claim to herself. “Iam certain of it, aud one 
of them fired through the window.” 

Thisshe repeated half a dozen times during 
last night. 

Attiredin a purple brown dress, with her 
hair disarranged, her general appearance un- 
tidy, she sat up and thought and muttered to 
herself the entire night. She tried-to writea 
letter to her daughter, but her nerves were 
comp'etely unstrung and the effort was a fail- 
vre. It is doubtful whether she realized any- 
thing about her hereafter. Her mind did not 
seem able to grasp anything beyond the grim 
death which was so rapidly approaching. The 
dar gling rope was ever present in her thoughts, 
aud she spoke of it frequently. When she heard 
a hammering in the jail yard she became al- 
most wild and the despair and dread displayed 
by her were something pitiable to behold. 

In every pulpit here yesterday allusion was 
made to the case of Mrs. Druse. Mrs. Druse 
has passed most of the day in tears. She con- 
tended that she was in reality innocent of the 
murder of her husband. Mrs. Druse made her 
will, beygueathing her body to her clergyman, 
Rey. Mr. Powell, and her cabinet organ to her 
daughter Mary, who is in the Onondanga peni- 
t ntiary, serving out a life’s sentence for her 
participation in her father’s murder. Mrs. 
Druse had a simple black dress made for the 
occasion. Thirteen persons have’ been hanged 
upon the gallows which was used, one of them 
being the notorious Sam Steenberge, in Mont- 
gomery county. 

Mary Druse spent most of the time Sunday 
in her cell at the eres penitentiary writ- 
ing a farewell letterto her mother. It con- 
tsined little except endearing terms and the 
oft-repeated hope that they meetin heaven. 
A large bouquet accompanied the letter as 
Mary's last giftto her mother. The girl has 
passed several sicepless nights, frequently gives 
way to her emotions. and eats little. The au- 
thorities at the penitentiary believe the shock 
of a visitto Mrs. Druse at Herkimer woald 
bave cvercome the girl. 

THE WOMAN'S EARLY LIFE. 

Wiliam Druse, at the time he was murder 
ed, iivid on a farm of sixty acres, situated in 
the township of Warren, Herkimer county, 
and only four miles from Richfield springs. He 
was ashiftiess fellow, who abused his family 
outrageously, but who was always ready to 
help a neighbor, to the neglect of his own 


work. He was fifty-four years old at the time |

His first outbreak 
against his wife grew out of « newspaper which 
she had used to make a pattern of some kind 
with. He choked his wife until she was insen- 
sible at one time, beat her with a horsewhip at 
another, and kicked and cuffed her more or 
less nearly every day of her life, and rarely 
spoke to her withouta volley of oaths. His 
childyen he treated in the same way. His 
fomily hated the sight of him. Between the 
mother andwchildren there wasthe warmest 
affection. Mrs. Druse was a woman of by no 
means a bad disposition. She was born buta 
few miles from where she lived, but at the 
of ten years she wes lefc without father or 
mother, and had to get on for herself as best 
she could.

Im was given 
to it by the accidental Sasiinas eat Little 
Lakes, ashort distance away, of a new ax, 
which was identified as having recently be- 
longed to Wil'iam Druse. There were stains 
on the ax, which proved to be blood stains. 

A meeting of farmers was held in Little 
Lakes, and Justice of the Peace Daniel Mc- 
Donald and Clarence Marshall set out to make 
a thorough investigation. They did their werk 
quietly and well. They went, first of all, te 
Frank, the youngest of the Gates boys. They 
Khew that he was much at the Druse house, 
and was more likely to talk of anything he 
knew than was his older brother, Chester. Ia 
the barn, on his father’s premises, Frank was 
kindly but firmly questioned, and told a stery 
so ghastly that his hearers could hardly give 
it credence. 

He had staid away from school, he said, te 
play with George Druse, and he went to the 
Druse house and remained all night, sleeping 
with George. He (Frank) was the first one te 
get up in the morning, and he lighted the fire 
in the kitchen stove. Druse then got up and 
came into the kitchen in his usual nasty tem- 
per, and grumbied because there was not a 
warmer fre. He then went muttering off to 
the barn to do the “chores,” When Drase 
came back from the barn Mary Druse and her 
mother had come into the kitchen. Drase at 
once commenced abusing them, taking as his 
text the size of a grocers bill. Over this aad 
over a threshing board which had been cut up, 
he swore likea madman. Druse at last sat 
down to his breakfast, still swearing, his wife 
and daughter retorting to his abuse. Da 
the height of the battle of words, Frank says, 
Mrs. Druse whispered to him and to 
Druse to go outdoors. They did so, and a few 
minutes later heard a pistol shot. 

MURDERED AND BURNED. 

They started to go into the house, and as 
they reached the door Mrs. Druse, in a state of 
great agitation, flung it wide open, She held 
a pistol in her hand, which she shoved at Frank 
Gates, saying: 

“Shoot him; I cannot make the pistol go off. 
Shoot him, or I will shaot you.” 

Farmer Druse was then sitting in an obseure 
corner of the room on a chair. Blood was 
flowing from a wound in his neck, and about 
his neck there was alse a rope tightly drawn, 
to the end of which Mary, Druse’s danghter, 
was holding with all her strength. Frank took 
thg pistol and fired it at Drase until it was 
empty. Mary then took the pistol and tried te 
reload it, but a cartridge exploded and nar- 
rowly escaped wourding her. Druse fell to the 
floor, with his head tovard the hearth, He 
was still conscious. His wife seemed tobe in «a 
state of frenzy, with all the concentrated hate 
gathered from years of abuse fully let leose. 
As her husband fell she seized an ax and raised 
it aloft. Drusge, lying on the floor, sawher and 
fully realized her intention, for he moaned out 
feebly: 

“Don't, Roxy; don’t.” | 

Mrs. Druse iat him, a sickeniog blow on the 
head with the ax. It killed him as he lay: 
She then hacked away at the dead mah's neck 
with the dull-edged ax until his head was 
severed from his bedy. — 

During all this Mrs. Druse and her daugh- 
ter seemed more like maniacs than sane we- 
men, yet there was no lack of calculation in 
their actions. As soon a3 Mrs. Drusesevsred 
her husband's head from the body she wrap- 
red it in a newspaper, and carried it intothe 
parlor. Then she put newspapers up at the 
parlor windew3, and sent the boys upstairs 
atran old mattrass. On tiis she placed her 
husband’s headless body and dragged it into 
the parlor, and sent the boys to the brush for 
the new ax, the one which was subsequently 
found near Little Lakes. Then she toldthe 
boys to go and get wood and shingles, and 
with these roaring fires were made 
in both stoves, and on the kit:hen 
stove was placed a boiler full of 
water. Mary and her mother were shut up in 
the parlor with the dead man’s remaius for 
several hours, and the boys were set to work 
cleaning upthe blood stains. It was after 
dark before the work of burning up the 
remains was completed and the fires were 
allowed to godown. The next day the ashes 
from the stoves were taken up and put iatoa 
box and a bag, which was placed into a cutter. 
Frank Gates, Mrs, Druse and her daughter 
Mary, got into the cutter and drove to a swamp, 
where Frank, at Mrs. Druse’s direction, hid 
the box and the bag in a spot which Frank in- 
dicated to his questioners and where they were 
subsequently found. From the swamp Frank 
said that he and Mrs. Druse and Mary drove 
to his, Frank’s, own home. 

THE CRIME IN COURT. 

The entire Druse family were arrested, as 
were Frank Gates, his father, Charlies (Gates, 
and the young man, William Elwood. Elwood 
avd Charles Gates, at the preliminary examina- 
tion, proved satisfactorily that during all the 
day of the tragedy they were engaged in chop- 
ping wood ata long distance from the Drase 
house. They were released. The public in- 
dignation against the /|)ruse women was so 
great that there was grave danger of their be- 
ing lynched, and they were removed to the 
Herkimer jail as quickly as possible. 

At the time of Mrs. Druse’s sentence every- 
body who knew of the circumstances of the 
case fully approved of it. There soon came, 
however, a reaction, based on aversion to hang- 
ing a woman, principally. but at the same time 
mingled with a little sympathy for Mrs. Drase 
in the terrible life she so many years led 
under Druses brutal treatment, and strong 
pressure was brought to bear upon Governor 
Hill to induce him toe commute the sentence to 
imprisonment for life. The governor replied 
that the prisoner was clearly convicted of mur- 
der im the first degree. and of a very atrocious 
murder, and that as the laws stood the punish- 
ment for this crime was death, irrespective of 
the sex of the criminal. He did not, under 
such circumstances, fee] authorized to inter- 
fere, as it was a matter for the legislature to 
act upon. An c<ffort was madetogetan act 
through the legislature excluding women from 
ca nishment, but it failed, the only out- 


| come of the agitation being the McMillan bill, 


which has just become a law.

HEALTH REPORT. 


Dr. Walker Presents to the Councila Full 
Report. 

Macon, Ga., February 28.—([Special.|—Dr. 
T. Walker, city physician, chairman of board 
ef health, bas presented a full and complete 
report of the work done by the board during 
the past year. After detailing needed improve- 
ments he gives an itemized statement of the 
expense account, amounting to $2,703 55. 

Captain Wheeler presents an exhaustive re- 

tef his sewerage surveys. He condemns 
the construction of some of the sewers—those 
that are built so near the surface 
that a bank is required to protect 
them from the wheels of passing vehicles. 
Then he advocates the plan of constructing 
elose drains, securely protected from infiltra- 
tion, to carry off the waste water from closets, 
etc. Hesays that the sewers ought to be car- 
ried below the city park,so asto throw the 
waste water andali the sewerage far away 
from the city, thus preventing it from rotting 
and festering onthe lowlands. The city of 
Macon is 8,000 feet square,containing an area of 

1,469 square avres. There are forty-one miles 
of strects, 120 feet wide (average), and about 
the same number of miles in alleys. 

‘Three handred and fifty-six deaths are re- 
ported, one hundred and twenty-eight whites 
and two hundred and twenty-eight colored. 
On the estimated basis of twenty-two thoasand 
popuistion, twelve thousand of whichare white 
and ten thousand colored. The death rate, on 
this estimate is about ten per cent whites, and 
eolored*abdout twenty-two per cent. 

Secretary Biue urges the city council to have 
a bew and accurate census taken, and the hint 
will probably be put in effect. 

The diseases are arranged in “table D,” and 
covsumption leads the list with thirty-eight 
victims; pneumonia comes second, with thirty; 
diarrhea, seventeen; dyspepsia and malarial 
fever, fuurteen each; dropsy, thirteen; and 
ehvlera infantum, ten.

FISH-HOOK MANUFACTURE. 


The American ia 


Jadustry Originating 
Sreoklyn. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 


The sportsman and the schoolboy are alike 
in one thing, if not in another, and that is they 
share equaly the dclizhtfal pleasures found ia 
hook. But we doabt 
if they have ever given the simple 
ittle fish-hook, which is responsible for 
much erjoyment, a thought otice than 
the purpose it was made for. It mizht be in- 
& resting, therefore to know s)»methiag of its 
C1iyin and how and where it is mann- 
factured. kor many years Brooklyn was 
the only city in America where fish-ho ks 
were made, In fact, today there is ouly 
cre cther place inthe country, Mach enrious 
information bas been presented by differ snt 
writers concerning fish hooks, trac'ng tic 
ine (o Che times of the prophecies of A uo and 
ty the still more remote writing of the Book of 
Jeb, in beth of which they are mentioaed, aad 
they cite their use by the Apostles. In Boha’s 
late edition of “Walton's Complete Angler” are 
described the nice differences of form and 
qualities of the Kirby. Limerick, Kendall and 
eneck-bend hooks, and long shanks are recom: 
nended for hooks that are to be dressed with 
long- bodied flies, as the dragon-fly, the stone- 
fiy and the spider fly, any superfluity in 
length being eéasily nipped off. The 
Kirby hook derived its name from an ancient 
fymuly who had become famous iu their manu- 
fecture. Charles Kirby, who lived in the time 
of Charles LI., acquired from Prinve Rupert the 
art of tempering, which remained in use in the 
family till 1760. A lineal descendant of that 
Charles was then making, near Aldersgate 
street, London, the hooksin best repute for 
shape avd temper. The first improvement in 
the construction of the fish-hook from the old 
conventional style was made about thirty years 
ago. , 
tish hook making in the United States was 
first introduced in Brooklyn in 1844, by Job 
Jobnscn, and was carried on extensively by 
him until the year 1867, when the business was 
turned over to Jonn W. Court. Mr. Court told 
an Kagle reporter some interesting facts about 
the manufacture of the little instrument. 

“I came to this country from the village of 
Redditch, in Worcestershire, Fngland. In this 
town there are mavy fish hook manufacturers, 
aid when a mere boy f started out to learn the 
trade. When I bad finished I came to Brook- 
lyn and worked for Johnson for a time, and 
then I began for myself. I hammered 
out fish-hooks by my handsina humble little 
shop not far from here, and continued to do so 
until a few years ago, when my inventive gen- 
ius forced me to experiment. My labors were 
rewarded by the successful invention of a pat- 
ent autematic fish*hook machine, which makes 
eighty-five hooks, of any size, per minute, 
from the common wire as fed froma reel. In 
olden times the hook had to be handled. many 
times before completed. First, the wire was 
cut tothe right length for the size needed: 
then we cut the barb on, and the next thing 
was to anneal the hook, then forge it on a drop 
press, ncxtshear it on the same press, then 
grind the point shape it, and after that eve or 
flute it. Then the hook was ready for temper- 
ing. These were alldone with hand machines. 
I came to the conclusion that it was a slow 
process, and invented the machine [ have re- 
ferrcd toabove, which combines all of these 
band machines into one. [ and 
now at work upon aie machine ex- 
pressiy for trout hooks, and when completed 
will turn ont hooks at the rate of 159 per min- 
ute. Atthe present we make about 8 ),000 per 
day ora total of 24,000,000 per year. The 
method of the automatic patent machiue is 
abcutasivliows: The wire is taken from the 
coil the same as received from ths mill and

autcmatic fed by two rollers any length you 
want. Then it is shared off, transferred and 
the eye is put ou. It passes onanad the 
barb-cutter puis ihe barb on; 
then the forging dies take hold of it and flatten 
the point out; it still travels on, and the chip- 
ping dies trim the blott off at an angle, which 
leaves a ragged point. It still travels further 
in the intricate machinery, when the rotary 
milis take the rough edge cff the hook, and 
then the other mills, made V shape, file on the 
sides, After that it is tvansferred to be shaped 
und then finished. The machine is the 
simplest in construction of any in 
existence, and the only one of its kind ia the 
world. I make quite a specialty io shark 
hooks, and have recently turned oat the larg- 
est one ever known to be made. It was mada 
cout of five-eighths steel wire and is two feet in 
lergth—fifteen inches when shaped. The 
bend is four and one-half inches in diameter 
and the barb is three and three-quarter ioches 
deep. I calculate that the book is ca- 
of holding four or five tons, aud 
can get away with a pretty good shark. 
Sailors used to visit my shop frequently 
and spin yarns while purchasing hooks, but 
now they do not buy direct from me. I shipa 
greater portion of the larger hooks to Glosta, 
Newfoundland and California. Besides the 
fish- hook part of my business, I have just ob- 
tained a patent which promises to revolution. 
ize the wire nail business. This new machine 
will make two nails at one time, or will pro- 
duce 550 nails per minute, jast double the ca- 
pacity of any other machine now in use. [| 
have becn offered $20,000 fer my pateat al- 
Teady.”’

The Hanging of Mrs. Druse. 

A few daysago Edward Unger was con- 
victed of manslaughter, and sentenced to 
twenty years’ imprisonment. He killed a 
man, packed his body in a trunk, and ship- 
ped it off. At the trial he made a statement 
in which he claimed that the killing was in 
self-defense. The verdict shows that the 
jury partially believed him, but would not 
acguit him. Another case of a somewhat 
Similar nature has just terminated very ser- 
iously. Mrs. Druse, who was hanged yes- 
terday at Herkimer, New York, was charged 


cut up the remmains, boiled them and fed 
them to the hogs. Like Unger, Mrs. Druse 
urged the plea of self-defense, but it was of 
no avail. She was found guilty of murder, 
and sentenced to death. 

The most extraordinary efforts were made 
to save this woman from the gallows. It 
was urged that her husband was a brutal 
wretch who habitually mistreated her. 
People testified to her good character and 
mild disposition. An attempt was made to 
have the legislature abolish the death pen- 
alty for women. The governor was appealed 
to, but it was useless. -The law took its 
course, and the woman died’on the gallows. 

Now, there was more probability of the 
truth of Mrs. Druse’s story than there was 
of Unger’s. But just as the mutilation of 
the victim’s body caused the jury to find 
Unger guilty of manslaughter, so the cutting 
and boiling businessturned the jury, the 
legislature and the governor against Mrs, 
Druse. The popularidea was that a woman 
who could treat a dead body in such a re- 
volting manner was capable of any thing, 
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good, le must treat the body of his victi 
with proper respect. The cutting and hack- 
ing of a dead man seems to imply a diabol- 
ical malice, and juries cannot help taking 
this view of it. 


An Extra Session. 

The republican corporation attorneys who 
control the senate appear to be very anxious 
for an extra session of the senate. They 
claim that the appropriations committee of 
the house has been lacking in politeness, or 
something of that kind. Mr. or 
somebody equally as important, has 
failed to pull off hishat when the name of 
seme republican senator was mentioned ; 
therefore there must be an extra session. 

The senate lays the blame for this state of 
affairs on the house; but the blame will not 
rest there. The whole trouble lies in the 
fact that the senate has for several years 
been trying to extract a dignity from its 
surroundings that does not exist there. 
Senators have come to believe that their po- 
sition authorizes them to originate appro- 
priation bills. They do not insist on this, 
but, as tlie next best thing, they insist on 
amending appropriation bills to such an ex-

We are glad the chairman of the appro- 
priations committee has concluded to give 
them the cold shoulder in this business. If 
there is to be an extra session it will be 
called because the republican tipplers in the 
senate have lost their heads, and we suppose 
the country can stand it.

An Interesting Talk with Professor White, 
of Athens. 


“Tre CONSTITUTION would like some infor- 
mation on the oleomargarine and butter question. 
Was there not recently a t between 
yourself and the government chemist at Washing- 
ton as to the nature of an article that was seized 
in Atlanta by Collector Crenshaw on the supposi- 
tion that it was oleomargarine, being sold as but- 
ter to evade the tax’”’ 

“T shall be very glad to talk with sou for a few 
moments on the general subject, espeeially as it is 
one of considerable interest and importance. As 
to the incident to which you refer, the facts in 
the case can/be briefly stated. Some time in De- 
eember last Collector Crenshaw wrote me that 
he had seized aqnantity of material as oleomar- 
garine and that the owner had protested, requesting 
him io submit a sample of the material to me for 
examination, agreeing to abide by my decision. 
The sample came and after careful examination I 
decided that it was not butter and fo reported. 
Early in February Collector Crenshaw again wrote 


> me stating that the commissioner of internal reve- 


nue had overruled him and me and pronounced 
the material butter. This is all that I really know 
about the matter. Meanwhile I had seen in the 
newspapers mention of the case, stating that cer- 
tain Chicago chemists (whom I do not know) had 
tested samples ofthe material and disagreed with 
me and that the government chemist in Washing- 
ton had sustained them, and upon this showing 
the material was released. Now I hayn’t the faint- 
est idea What or whois meant by the term “goyv- 
ernment chemist.’’ The government, as such, has 
no chemist. The treasury department employs 
quite a number of analysts—specielists—in its cus- 
toms service, but they chiefly reside in New York, 
where quité an exte: sive laboratory has recently 
been established. I believe the treasury has no 
chemists in Washington. I am very sure the com- 
missioner of internal reyenue has none in his de- 
partment. The department of agrieulture has an 
excellent laboratory and its chief chemist, Dr. H. 
W. Wiley, igone of the most eminent men in the 
profession. He is probably the highest 
authority in this country on the 
subject of dairy products. I have, by the way, 
only today received a letter from him asking me 
to co-Operate with himseifand other members of 
our association of official chemists in some work 
upon butter and butter substitutes, by which our 
methods ofidentifying true butter may be im- 
proved. I have written to the commissioner of in- 
ternal reyenuo asking for the grounds upon which 
his decision was based, but as yet have not had 
the honor of a reply.”’ 

‘and you still think the stuff was not butter.’ 

“Of course Ido, but lam free to say,as I will 
presently explain, that my confidence in the mat- 
ter is not as great as it would probably be in any 
other case of identification by chemical analysis. 
What I mean is this. 1 am perfectly sure that the 
material yields certain results to certain tests. But 
whether those resulis invariably serve to distin- 
guish spurious from genuine butter,I am not so 
sure,-Wut whatI am anxious to find out now is 
whether the other man, the “government chem- 
ist,’’ disagreed with me because he obtained dif- 
ferent results, or because he drew a different con- 
Clusicn from the same results.’ 

“What, then, is the difference between butter 
and oleomargarine?’’ 

‘“loexplain that it will be neccssar; 
few technical # terms, which, 
may be easily understood. Butter is un- 
derstood to be the fat which occurs 
in cow’s milk. All animals, as you know, 
make and secrete fat. The female mammals 
excrete in their milk. In other animals itis for the 
most part fixed as adipose tissue. These animal 
fais are complex bodies, consisting mainly of 
certain fat acids, chieliy oleic, stearic, palmitic 
and margaric acids. The fats of different animals 
differ mainly in the proportions of these fat acids. 
Thus the fat of the hog contains largely of stearic 
acid, or stearin. Butter fat consists mainly of oleic, 
palmitic and a little stearic acids. These make up 
about 90 per cent of the whole. In addition, there 
are found present from 5to8 percent of other fat 
acids; such as butynic, caproic etc., which are 
1egarded as the characterisiic and distinguish- 
ing ingredieuts of true butter. Itis tothese that 
butter owes its pecular flavor and it is thought 
that they affect its properties, such as specific 
gravity and melting pointin such a way as to 
enable us to distinguish it from other fats. Now 
from a number of other animal fats, certain of the 
acids, (as stearic especially), may be separated by 
proper precesses: having a product which is almost, 
if not exactly, identical with the great bulk of true 
butter. This is especially true of beef fat, which 
approaches more nearly the composition of butter, 
perhaps, than any other of the fats. The 
best butter substitutes (cailed ‘‘butterine,” “oleo 
margarine’ and by a variety of names) are there- 
fore made by separating from beef fat the bulk of 
its stearic acid, which is easily accomplished in a 
perfectly clean and unobjectionable way by carefu! 
melting, cooling and pressing.”’ 

“These butter substitutes then appear to be very 
much the same thing as butter.”’ 

“Well, yes. The main difference, you observe, 
is that butter is supposed to contain a certain small 
percentage of butyric and similar fat acids 
which are either not present at all or in much 
smaller proportion in the substitutes. Now if we 
were certain that these substances always oecurred 
in true butter in approximately constant propor- 
tions, of course we should have little trouble in 
identifying it. But the difficulty is that we are 
not absolutely sure on this point. True butter 
varies so much in this particular (from difference 
in stock, in feed, etc.,) that it i jiifiicult to fix a safe 
standard.”’ 

‘But could not these characteristic substances, 
butyric acid, ete., be obtained elsewhere, or made 
and be added to the beef fat so as to make it still 
more like butter?’ 

“Well, it is possible, indeed probable, that they 
may ultimately be artificially prepared if they are

rT considered necessayy or desirable in a good butter 


substitute. At presentthe butterine makers usu- 
ally mix with their beef fat certain proportions of 
true butter or rich cream, and add salt and, if nec- 
essary, a little harmless coloring matter. They 
thus secure more or less of the butter flavor. You 
can see at once lfow very near to genuine better in 
composition such a product would be.” 

“What is the difference in the food values of 
butter, and these butter substitutes? If they are so 
much alike, it would seem that one ought to be as 
nutritious as the other and equally good for food 
purposes.”’ 

‘That is probably true. Very few careful exper- 
iments to accurately determine the matter have 
been made, but the probabilities largely are that 
geod butterinejis just as wholesome, nutritious anf 
valuable. dietetically, as butter. The choice be- 
tween them is perhaps a matter of taste, which in- 
deed few can exercise, as few can distinguish 
them apart, and the butte:ine has the advantage 
of being considerably the cheaper.’’ 

“But are not impure and unwholesome imita- 
tions of butter sometimes madc and put upon the 
market’? There is a general impression that some 
kinds of oleomargaine, at least, are very noxious 
stuffs.”’ 

“Of course bad oleomargarine may be made, just 
as bad butter may be, but the one is certainly no 
more common than the other, and is probably less 
so. And the consumer is no more liable to be im- 
pored upon in one casethan in the other. It 
is certainly far from the trath that any large quanti- 
ty of butter imitations are regularly and systemati- 
cally produced from impure and unwholesome 
sources.” 

‘‘What do you think of the law recently passed 
by congress, imposing a tax upon ocleomargarine?’ 

‘My opinion is that itis a very unwise and un- 
just law. It certainly must have been enacted un- 
der the infiuence of very grave misapprehension. 
Oleomargarine, or butterine, is an honest, legiti- 
mate food’ stuff; as mnuchso as the butter of the 
creameries, in whore interest the law was passed ; 
just as wholesome and nutritious, and decidedly 
cheaper. Any legislation that serves to cripple 
honest industries engaged in increasing the world’s 
supply of good, cheap food stuffs, is certainly im- 
politic and thwise. I need not suggest that, of 
course, such laws bear most harshly upon the po@rer 
clesses. Of course some persons may prefer baiter 
to butteripe, and ibey hay ce right, and theyshould 
be permitted to exercise that preference. Buteco- 
nomic considerations may induce others to have 
other preferences, the rigi t to exercise which they 
sheuld also enjoy. Even the most chivalrous de- 
ference tothe female sex can can hardly justify 
the imposition of @ tax of two cents per pound

the Provisions of the 


Bill. 

February 25.—The pleuro- 
pneumonia bill passed- by the senate today 
suthorizesand requires the president to ap- 
pointa board of three cattle commissioners, to 
be designated the United States cattle commis- 
sioners. The salary of the commissioners is 
tobe $4,000a year. The commissioners are 
authorized, in person or by agents, to enter 
any premises, including stocks yards, 
cars and vessels in which 
they have reason to believe that any contagious 
disease exists, and make investigation in re- 
gard to the same. Upon discovery of such 
diseases, they are to give notice by publication 
in the newspapers of its existence, and of the 
locality ; and to notify the officials or agents of 
the transportation companies doing business in 
the infected locality ; and they are to establish 
and maintain a quarantine of animals, places 
and localities, and to cause the animals to be 
destroyed, aud pay to the owners of those 
that were diseased three-fourths of their 
appraised value, and to the owners of 
those only exposed their full appraised value 
the amount not to exceed $250 in case of pedi- 
greed animal, nor $60 in case of an animal not 
pedigreed. If the appraisement of an exposed 
animal is not satisfactory to the owner, he 
must maintain strict quarantine. The com- 
missioners are required tomake out and publish 
such rules gnd regulatlons, subject to the 
approval of the president, as may be deemed 
requisite to the full and due exezution of the 
act. Tenalties are provided against attempts 
to evade or obstruct its execution. The 
secretary to the board, with a salary of $3,000, 
is to be appointed by the president. Annual 
and other reports are to be made to the com- 
missioner of agriculture. Authority is given 
for the employment of skilled veterinarians and 
other agents and employes, and for the pay- 
ment of their compensation, and of actual and 
necessary traveling expenses of the commis- 
sioners and employes, An appropriation of 
one million dollars is made, and its disburse- 
ment is to be made by the secretary, on 
vouchers approved by the commissioners.

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HALF A MILLION BURNED. 


The Terrible Record of Fire in New York 
Yesterday. 

New York, February 28.—At 6:20 o'clock 

this morning a fire broke out on pier 37, North 

Tiver, owned by the Morgan Line Steamship 


con pany, used asa d ing pier for 
The’ toeal loss ie about $550,000 to 400,000 


ht. 
The fire originated on board the lighter Lore- 
na, Which was moored at the extreme end of 
thedock. The watchman saw the smoke issaing 
from the centre ofa pile of cotton on the Lore- 
na, and started to give the alarm. There was 
no one on the pier at the time, and before the 
watchman reached the alarm box the cotton 
on beard the lighter was blazing furiously, 
and dense clouds of smoke were blown into 
the sheds. By the time the firemen arrived 
the pier was ablaze. On the north side of the 
pier was the steamer Lone Siar, which collided 
with the steamer Wells City a few weeks ago, 
and on the south side was the steamer City of 
New York. Between the Stonington pier, on 
the south side, and Guion pier, on the north 
side, there were eight lighters loaded with 
cotton, namely: The Anderson, the Ritter, 
the Morgan, the Jesse Carl, the Wilcox, the 
White, the Eaton aud a lighter belonging to 
the New Jersey Lightage company. Thewind 
was blowing a furious gale in a northeasterly 
direction, aud as the cotton on the pier caught 
fire the smoke filled the street so that it was 
impossible to see any distance. The blaze was 
beating down on the steamer Lone Star, 
and it was only a few minutes be- 
fore the steamer was on fire. The 
fire patrol boat made several attempts to get 
the steamer out from the fire, and was compell- 
ed to call for assistance. It was low tide, and 
she was grounded, Three of the Pennsyl- 


vauia railroad company’s tugs helped the pa-® 


trol, and at last the Lone Star was towed out 
into wid stream, and streams of water played 
on her. She was towed over to the Gutten- 
berg shore, and left in charge of the two tugs. 
She is almost totally destroyed. She was built 
twelve years ago at a cost of $220,000. She has 
depreciatedain value, and the loss on fer will 
be about $100,000.

THE MINISTRY, 
A TE 
He is Charged wit?! Drinking Too Much at an 
Augusta Banquet, and, Rather than Have 
Another Trie], Renounces the Ministry— 
An Interesting Ststement of Facts. 


Every one retrembers the trial of Dr. J. G. 
Armstrong, by the ecclesiastical court, on 
charges of intoxication and conduct unbecom- 
ing @ minister. 

No one has forgotten the general regret over 
the announcement of Dr. Armstrong’s convic- 
tion and the subsequent sentence of the bishop 
silencing his elequent voice for the space of 
five years. 

The sequel to that memorable trial and sen- 
tence may be read today. 

Dr. Armstrong will never preach again. 

‘Since his conviction he has been in the in- 
surance busifiess, Although snapended he was 
still a minister.

AN INSURANCE BANQUET. 

It is claimed that he was intoxicated there. 
He denied it, however, and his frends denied 
it. Within the last two weeks a number of 
affidavits have been made to the effect that he 
was intoxicated at the banquet, or on the day 
afterward. These aflidavits were lodged with 
the authorities of the church, and an Episcopal 
minister wrote to Dr Armstrong that the only 
way to avoid another trial was to renounce the 
ministry. Dr. Armstrong at once telegraphed 
that he would renounce the ministry of the 
Episcopal church, and THE CONSTITUTION’s 
information is that he did so last Saturday, 

When spoken to about the matter yesterday 
by a CONSTITUTION reporter, Dr. Armstrong 
would not talk. He was much surprised that 
the news had gotten ont. He said he had 
no! hing whatever to say concerning the matter, 
but would let his course become public through 
the regular channel. 

A FRIEND TALKS. 

A gentleman, who is a friend of Dr. Arm- 
strong, said, however: 

‘The letter has been written. I have not 
seen it, but 1 understand that it recites that 
the doctor desires to relieve the Episcopal 
church from any responsibiltiy whatever for 
his action, and desires to be relieved of auy re- 
sponsibility to the church. He therefore re- 
nounces the ministry. The reasons for this, I 
believe, are that be felt that he could not, with 
consistency, or with dignity or peace, maintain 
a relation with a church, the authorities of 
which were unfriendly to him, whether justly 
orupjustly. He felt that he would have to 
either renounce the mjpistry of the church or 
leave Atlanta, which he had determined to 
make his home. He chose the former cougge.”’ 

The gentleman was asked what Dr. Arm- 
strong would do in the future. 

“} do not know,” he said. ‘“Forthe present, 
at least, he will continue in the service of the 
Equitable Insurance company, which is pleas- 
ant and profitable.

THREE OF THE SAME KIND ON THE 
BOOKS FOR TRIAL. . 


C, P. Johnson, at 50 Decatur Street, Finds Another 
Case Entered Against Him-The Detectives Say 
They Save Enough Evidence -The Case 
Against Kenny & Werner Continued, 


C. P. Johnson, the wineroom man at No. 50 
Decatur street, was booked at police headquar- 
ters yesterday by Detectives Reeves and Ald- 


_ ridge for violating the prohibition laws. Sev- 


eral days ago Mr. Johnson was arraigned in 
police court upon the same charge. The ar- 
resting officers felt confident when they made 
the case that they could secure a conviction, 
but when the case was called they failed to 
produce the necessary evidence, and the de- 
fendant was acquitted.

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THE NEW BU BURI AL LAWS. 


The Board of Heaith Secures the Passage of 
a New Burial Law. 


“Here are the books and blank burial per- 
mits prepared by tle board of health in accord- 
ance with the ordinance recently adopted by 
the council at the board's request,” said Mayor 
Cooper yesterday, pointing to a stack of books 
and stationery in his oflice. 

“Then the ordinance bas gone into 
remarked a CONSTITUTION reporter, 

“Oh, yes, it went intocfiect this morning, 
and no person dying in the city can be buried 
or shipped away hereafter without a permit 
from the secretary of the board of health.” 

“The ordinance has been published?” 

Of course it has, both as an advertisement 
and in the council proceedings.’ 

“And you think it a good i 
right direction?” 

“Certainly it isa goed thing and will meet a 
necessity which the city has long been in want 
of. The movement was inaugurated by the 
board of health, andis for the purpose of re- 
ducing to a system the facilities for ascertain- 
ing the death rate in our city, and for the fur- 
ther purpose of guarding against the perpetra- 
tion of crimes of various kinds in that depart- 
ment.” 

“Will it accomplish this end, you think?” 

“T feel certain that it will. Heretofore the 
only means of getting at mortuary reports and 
ascertaining the death rate in our city was by 
application to the different cemetery books and 
records. Underthe new ordinance the board 
of health keeps the record and issues the burifil 
permits. Theclerk inthe mayor's office will 
issue the permits on the certificate of a physic- 
an or the coroner, and will record the name, 
cause of death, etc, at the same time. 
It is especialiv important that 
the new Jaw should be enforced, and I shall be 
giad if the physicians of the city would assist 
us in carrying it out. We are woefully be- 
hind the times in this matter, and I am giad to 
see that the proper steps are now taken to put 
this portion of the public service ona proper 
footing, and the board of health cannot be too 
highly commended for their efforts to bring 
their department up to a high standard.” 

“Then the board of health produced this 
change, eh ?”’ 

“Yes, and while I am on this subject,I would 
like to say that we are especially fortunate in 
the possession of the material composing the 
board of health, who are sincere in their pur- 
pese and indefatigable in their efforts to do 
fhei whole duty.” 7

What Prominent Men Have to Say About It-
